Update 

The  Department  of  Continuing  Edu- 
cation now  offers  a Real  Estate  course 
and  it  has  become  one  of  the  most 
popular  programs  to  date.  The  Pre- 
Licensing  Course,  offered  in  connection 
with  the  Real  Estate  Board  of  Kansas 
City,  consists  of  a 1 -month  session 
(36  hours  of  class  work)  preparing  the 
student  to  take  the  Missouri  or  Kansas 
Real  Estate  License  Examination.  Partici- 
pants can  also  choose  to  earn  college 
credit  or  Continuing  Education  Units.
